ings the Office Civilian Defense and local de- 
fense units, American binders and book manufacturers 
are taking all precautions see that the event 
actual air raids, there loss life, and little 
property damage possible. Detailed instructions have 
been issued firms whose plants occupy entire build- 
ings, while those which share quarters larger build- 
ings have entered into the “precautions” plans which 
have been set the building managements. 

Typical the first type the bulletin issued last 
month the Little Ives Co., N.Y.C., and illus- 
trated part herewith. the portion not shown are 
orders for those who may have special duties, such 
stairway guards, hosemen, switchboard operators, etc. 
The locations medical and emergency supplies and 
keys for night drills are also given clearly. 

The Country Life Press Garden City, I., be- 
sides cooperating with the local council, has also taken 
elaborate precautions its own. Pails sand have 
been placed the roof various spots deal with 
incendiaries, and the regular fire brigades have been 
assigned their extinction and other emergency 
duties. addition, stair monitors have been appointed 
and signal system installed aid the complete 
evacuation the building necessary.

Incendiary bombs are commonly either thermite 
magnesium bombs, scarcely discernible one 
other, except that the former burns more rapidly and 
more difficult put out. The magnesium bomb burns 
from minutes about 2000°F. Depending 
upon the promptness with which these types bombs 
are discovered after landing, they may either 
smothered with sand put out with fine water spray. 
Smothering possible more than minutes have 
elapsed after discovery.

The spray tends 
hasten the ignition the bomb and its self-consump- 
tion, while the stream, unless powerful enough im- 
mediately extinguish it, would merely scatter the fire 
and cause burn more fiercely. 

stream should first directed upon whatever fire 
the bomb has set, and then the bomb itself, for 
which about gallons water will usually sufficient. 
The stream from ordinary fire hose, however, will 
usually extinguish both bomb and fire within few 
minutes. the bomb resists all attempts extinguish 
it, may thermite bomb, and all attention should 
concentrated upon keeping the resulting fire under 
control, until the bomb burns out. 

Another, even more dangerous, type 
phorus bomb. considerably larger and bursts into 
flame spontaneously exposure its contents the 
atmosphere. will probably seldom used urban 
raids, since chiefly value against forests, fields, 
and lightly constructed buildings. fire hose will ex- 
tinguish it, but soon the object has dried out, 
will re-ignite. Hence anything set afire such bomb 
must kept wet until can removed.

The Government 1810 
issued compendium manufacturers which listed six 
manufacturers glue the State Pennsylvania 
and one the State Maryland. The first patent 
literature mentioning the production glue from bones 
appeared the year 1814. 

The raw materials used the process manufac- 
turing glue may arranged the following order with 
respect their glue-making qualities: (1) skin hide, 
(2) connective tissue, (3) cartilage, and (4) bone. The 
better glues are derived from skin hide and the 
poorer glues from bone. This accounts for the prevalent 
belief that, testing glue, important know 
whether hide glue bone glue.

Book Selections the 1940-41 season were 
view the December meeting the Trade Book 
AIGA, held the Town Hall Club, 123 West 
43rd N.Y.C. The first feature the evening—it 
was marked record-breaking attendance—was the 
presentation Alfred Knopf, Inc., the Boox- 
Boox plaque “for consistent 
excellence trade book design.”

Sidney Jacobs, who accepted 
the plaque for Mr. Knopf, explained that the latter had 
adupted the ideas other countries and—in time 
when “American books were not too well 
veloped distinctive taste for certain type 
bookmaking.

ENCYCLOPEDIAS WERE 
given away the “Information, Please!” meeting 
the Textbook Clinic, AIGA, held December the 
Town Hall Club, 123 43rd St., N.Y.C., with Chair- 
man Ernest Hesse (World Book Co.) presiding. The 
panel printing experts under Larry June (Jersey 
City Printing Co.) was able give immediate answers 
all the questions asked the audience offset and 
letterpress problems applied textbook production. 

The panel—including Henry Werblow

Which kind offset plate better for textbook work, 
albumen deep-etch? For definite tone values and fine 
lines, deep-etch; when type alone being reproduced, the 
simpler albumen method sufficient. 

How accurately can plates reproduce color 
original? most color separations, the artist’s 
eye determine how much gradation needed for each 
color. Eastman recently decided try eliminate guess- 
work and develop series fluorescent paints which make 
the separation mechanical. the artist uses white paper (not 
yellow buff), the platemaker can get 80% facsimilar value 
without additional art work.

you recommend cellophane proofs type matter 
for offset reproduction?

phane proofs will stand storage. They may preserved 
coating with non-curling and non-shrinkable shellac, but 
the cost this treatment makes the use cellophane 
cheaper than the ordinary proof method.
